Should the Columbus 
black community support 
the school levy? Two of 
the school board's black 
members think so, but dif- 
fer in their enthusiasm for 
the levy. 

“Under any circumstan- 
ces," board—_member-—-Dr. 
David Hamlar told the 
CALL POST, “we need the 
levy passed, regardless of 
what other things have 
come up in the past.” 

“The black community,” 
Hamlar said, “has 
legitimate concerns about 
passing levies and not get- 
ting what they expected 
from it.” 

“But where we have 
fallen down,"’ he said “is 
not in supporting levies 
but in not fighting to get 
what was promised.” 

Hamlar said he thought 

roups such as NANS 
‘(National Association for 
Neighborhood Schools) 
would get more mileage 
out of a levy defeat than 
the black community. 

The only way that black 
groups would be justified 
in withholding support, 
Hamiar said, would be to 
pose a threat by working 
toward getting it defeated, 
and then using that as a 
leverage to get what they 
want. 

While..board member 
Marie Castleman voted-to 
‘put the levy on. the ballot. 

to Give a 


the CALL-POST about 
her support of the levy. 

“| think it's up to the 
community. to decide

levy,” she said. “I don't 


g the think any one person can

Castleman said she was 
unhappy because the

board has not. been 
positive about the 
desegregation suit, and 
hasn't given positive 
leadership. 

“But | don't think that's a 
reason not to support the 
levy," she added. “You 
have to think about the 
education of youngsters,” 
she explained. “Either we 
have the money to keep 
the school open, and 
provide a good. 
educational program, or 
we don't.” 

“Expressing concern 
about an increase in racial 
incidents, Castleman said 
a levy is needed to provide 
money for inservice and 
human relations training.

Systems analysts 
develop Particular 
systems needed for 


processing data to solve 
business, scientific; or 
engineering problems. 
, Systems can be 
developed to process 
data by hand using office 
machines or by com- 
puters. However, most 
systems analysts. usually 
develop and design 
programs to be used with 
computers. They often 
help businesses shift 
from manual methods so 
that results can be ob- 
tained more efficiently by 
a computer. 

For example, systems 
analysts may convert a 
ledger system to a com- 
puter system. The ledger 
system generally requires 
that information be en- 
tered on ledgers (pages) 
by hand or by. office 
machines. This method is 
often very slow and cum- 
bersome when written in- 
formation —must be 
retrieved-from the ledgers 
quickly. By converting 
the ledger system to a 
computer system, data 
ean~be- entered quickly 
and obtained when 
needed in a very’ «short 
period.

generally begin = an 
assignment by deter- 
mining the exact nature: 
of the data processing 
problem. They structure 
the problem logically, 
identify the data needed, 


and specify the 
procedures for 
processing it. Systems 


analysts may use various 
techniques in their work 
such as cost accounting, 
sampling and math- 
ematics model 
building. After analyzing 
a particular problem and 


devising a data 
processing system, they 
prepare charts. and 


diagrams which show the 
steps the computer will 
use in processing and 
solving the problem. 
When--analysts-complete 
the various computer 
steps, they test how the 
program will perform on 
simulated—data:>—Actual 
data is put into the com- 
puter to determine if the 
new program performs as 
expected. 


Systems analysts 
usually prepare instruc- 
tions for computers in 
cooperation with 
programmers and com- 
puter operating person- 
nel. . Analysts and 
programmers work out 
the proper instructions or 
programs for the com- 
puter so that it will per- 


form the correct and 
necessary computational 
steps in the proper 
sequence. Computer 
operating personnel 
assist the. analysts. in 
preparing data for input 
into the computer, 
making flow charts, and 
completing computer 
operating instructions. 


“The_systems__analyst 
coordinates and works 
with management, 
Programmers and com- 
puter operating person- 
nel through the initiation, 
completion. and _ in- 
Stallation of the final 
product,” Dawson said. 


Data processing 
groblems are often so 
varied and complex tha 
many systems analyst: 
specialize in one area 
For example, some 
analysts may work only 
with scientific or 
engineering problems 
such as developing 
systems to determine the 
flight.-path. for space 
vehicles. Others may 
develop business 
systems for functions 
such as accounting, 
forecasting sales, or 
marketing research, 
Systems analysts may im- 
prove systems already in 
use by developing better 
procedures or adapting a 
system to MNandle \ad- 
ditional or different types 
of data. Others conduct 
research in. advanced 
systems design to devise

“Hf you're opposed,” she 
said,” you have to look at 
the basis, what kind of 
education you want and 
whether you want schools 
open or closed. You have 
to begin somewhere to 
correct the ills of the past.” 

Hamlar_said the. levy—is 
needed, even if the state 
comes up with more 
money for schools. 

“It's important to know,” 
he said, “that state money 
will be of little help to the 
school system, because it 
has to be spread out over 
the state.” 

“The. emergency ievy is 
the easiest way for the 
public to remain solvent,” 
he said.

At this stage of the controversy 
over desegregation of Cleveland's 
public schools, it is important that we 
establish recognizable and at- 
tainable goals. ; 

With several candidates for public 
office resorting to demagogic tactics 
in desperate efforts to trick unin- 
formed voters into believing that they 
can stop busing for integration, the 
real goals of the court case can 
easily be overlooked or, to say the 
least, confused. 

The case in Federal Judge Frank 
Battisti’s court, is to remedy racial 
segregation in the public schools. 

The court has-found to its satisfac- 
tion, that there is racial segregation 
and; is in process of imposing on the 
school system, remedies for. correc- 
tion. 

Under normal circumstances, 
prudent people of goodwill should 
have little trouble in determining 
remedies and instituting necessary 
corrections. 

—However, in the heat of legal court 
room battles, tempers have flared; 
roused; hatreds engen- 
dered; and images threatened. In the 
ensuing process of litigating, the 
ugly specter of revenge has all too 
often surfaced as a motivating factor 

The most ridiculous evidence o 
revenge is the ill advised effort to im. 
peach trial judge Frank J. Battisti by

remedies his edicts call for. However, 
revenge seekers are not limited to 
this group. Unfortunately, the scut- 
tlebutt around the Federal Building is 
that even Judge Battisti himself is 
not beyond the taint of revenge. Get- 
ting “School” Superintendent Paul 
Briggs (intent accomplished) and, 
School Board President Arnold

some of their intemperateness, have 
shown desire for revenge. 

Unfortunately, the school 
desegregation trial, up to now, has 
not evidenced any. outstanding 
examples of judicial excellence or, 
Plowing any new ground in the 
vexing task of erasing hundreds of 
years of racial segregation in public 
education. 

Perhaps personal attitudes rather 
than serious dedication to the 
humanism of the law, are the root 
Causes. It is just difficult for some 
people to refrain from using” their 
positions or occasions to reveal their 
biases. 

It_is not befitting, neither for the 
court, lawyers, individuals or 
organizations, to permit revenge in 
anyway, in the least degree, to im- 
pinge upon attitudes or decisions in 
a legal matter so serious and vital to 
human rights and Constitutional 
issues. There is enough rancor ex- 
tent in this court case alone for it-not 
to overflow in any form into the com- 
munity. 

Negroes of. all people involved in 
this case, should not let anything ob- 
scure the objectives we seek. From 
the establishing of the colonies on 
down through the history of this 
country, determined and persistent 
efforts havé been made to divide 
equality on the basis of race. We

political way to stamp out from every 
segment of the United States, this 
pernicious and determined effort by 
white racist to continue the practice 
of this unconstitutional limitation on 


“our rights. 


This is the issue at stake in the 
school -desegregation case. A 
remedy is what Black people want.

Gov. James A. Rhodes held his first 


. Press con. 
ference of the primary campaign last Thureday during 
which he discussed a variety of political issues, in. 
cluding a confirmation of an observation made in this 
column the previous week. 


This column had suggested that Rhodes wouid 
“cool it” during the primary campaign and turn deat 
ears to the sharp barbs hurled his way by Rep. 
Charles Kurfess his opponent for the Republican 
Gubernatorial nomination. It was also predicted that 
Rhodes would conserve his energy and campaig: 
money in preparation for staging a blitz during the fail 
race. 

Rhodes told reporters that he’s running for Gover. 
nor and not against anyone. *! don't care what Kur. 
fess or anyone else says about me for they are en- 
titled to freedom of speech. If he gets 51 percent of 
the votes | won't be here, but if he gets 49 percent. he: 
will come in second.” 


‘When asked what he would do with money raised 
for his campaign, Rhodes quipped, “I'm going to save 
it for the November campaign and |'m not going to 
spend one dollar during the primary race.”

“Commission, Rhodes said he plans to make recom. 


mendations to bring the commission and the director 
together. However, he is opposed to moving the Lot- 
tery Commission headquarters from Cleveland to 
Columbus as proposed by an Ohio State Senator.

Reliving The Sweet Case 

Since its founding just after the turn of the century, the 
NAACP has maintained as one of its principal Sonate 
the question of open housing for minorities. This epoch- 
long campaign resulted in the enactment of the 1968 
Open Housing Act. This law finally assured the Federal 
Government's official protection against racial and other 
forms of discrimination in housing. 

Despite historical gains in expanding housing oppor- 
‘tunities for minorities, Charlies Smith, Jr., a Mobile, 
Alabama black man today faces a charge of murder 
because he was forced to defend himself against at- 
tackers who sought to drive him and his family out of 
their newly purchased home in a white neighborhood. 

The case is a haunting reminder of the Ossian H. 
Sweet tragedy of 1925. Upon moving into his new house 
in.a Detroit suburb, Dr. Sweet and his family found them- 
selves under attack by a white mob who sought to drive 
them out of the neighborhood--in-detense; shots were- 
tired from the Sweet house killing one member of the 
mob. Consequently, Dr. Sweet, his wife, two brothers 
and seven other persons were charged with first degree 
murder. ‘ 

The NAACP retained Clarence Darrow. one of the 
most celebrated trial lawyers in American history, to 
defend Dr. Sweet. Two years later, a Michigan judge 
dismissed all the charges. 

In the Smith case, the family -- his wife Beatrice, and 
children, twins Ruthie Derschelie and Reuben Dynelle, 
13, Robbie Deneitia, 11, and Rakema Dionne, 7, -- moved 
into his home at 275 South Faure Drive. The neigh- 
borhoog was suspected of being a Ku Klux Klan 
stronghold. . ; 

-Soon, a brick was thrown through a window. This was 
followed by two more brick-throwing incidents. Next, a 
fire bomb was thrown into their backyard. Mr. Smith 
doused the flame with a garden hose and calied the 
police. As had happened earlier, the police did nothing. 
This time, though, the police, accompanied by the Fire 
Marshall and a Federal Bureau of Investigation agent, 
returned the following day. to look around. 

But, instead of inspecting the fire bomb area, the FBI 

agent gave the Smith's -house a:thorough-search. The in-— 
~ vestigators also denied that the Klan was involved 
because, one maintained, the institutional purveyors of 
racial violence took pride in their work and always left a 
note. 

Finally, two white teen-agers sought to accost and at- 
tack two of Mr. Smith's children and their teen-age 
friends as they were driving to atocal store on Labor 
Day. Sensing trouble, the youths sped back home. There 
a fight broke out between Mr. Smith's children and two 
white attackers. 

Mr. Smith, who had a permit to carry a pistol, fatally 
shot one of the men, 20-year-old Daniel Neal, just as he 
allegedly was swinging a machette at him. The police, 
whom the Smith family had called during the fight, now 
arrived and arrested the father on first degree murder 
charges. 

The NAACP, however, maintains that the case was one 
of conspiracy between the two white men and, possibly, 
a larger segment of the community, to deny the Smith's ° 
their constitutional and legal rights to purchase and en- 
ioy their home.

BLACK HAPPENINGS: 


On Thé Intemational Scene... 

Namibia - Uneasiness and a lingering doubt hung over 
this nation (also known popularly as Southwest Africa) 
as to the terms under which it will function in in- 
dependence. y 

While theoretically the terms of independence have 
been a United Nations matter, South Africa - under 
whose protection and temporary rule Namibia has been 
governed - recognizes that “possession is in nine-tenths 
of the law.” Hence South Africa has continuously post- 
poned an agreement until being satisfied that its own 
developed interests were met. 

Namibia is mineral rich. South Africa has wanted the 
whites living in Namibia to have an effective veto over all 
parliamentary decisions. 

Rhodesia - Liberationist forces - known in the white 
press most generally as ‘“querrillas" - have continued to 
cutat the heart of Zimbabwe (or Rhodesian) tourist life 
by attacking fashionable tourist hotels, spreading untold 
fear and panic among whites who seek persistently to 
“pretend that all is well." Hit recently were the heavily 
trafficked Vumba mountains. 

South Africa - South African officials of the Ford 
Motor Company appeared satisfied that no in- 
surmountable conditions will have to be met for a “face 
saving" onthe part of Henry Ford ||. Ford had committed 
his operations to expansion in South Africa, but 
allegedly under a fair employment practices code for 
South-Africa-drawn.up-by the-Rev.Leon Sullivan—tfor 
American corporations. 

American corporations in South Africa hire some 
70,000 blacks. 56 out of 375 American-owned firms com- 
mitted themselves to comply with the “Sullivan Code." 

United Nations - The five big power Western nations 
of the United States, Britain, France, West Germany and 
Canada were subjected to a new push led by Nigeria to 
implement full curbs on oil. imports to Rhodesia and 
‘South Africa. 

Such an embargo was said by leaders of major African 
nations to be all that is needed to bring the white 
Rhodesian government's life to a halt. Such an embargo 
would greatly cripple South Africa too, so it is asserted, 
since one half of its oil must be imported, largely from 
Iran, with much of the refining being undertaken by 
American-owned firms operating in South Africa.

Washington, D.C. - Assistant Attorney General Drew 
S. Days Ill directed 28 federal agencies and departments 
to develop acceptable affirmative action plans. Such 
plans had been inadequate and enforced by means of 
loopholes in the past. Days commented: "A properly 
drafted enforcement—plan -is- an—essentialfirst— step 
towards effective Title Vi enforcement 

Some 400 federal programs would be effected by the 
assistant Attorney General's order. 

Washington, D.C. - Black teachers were seen to have | 
been penalized, by evidence of a growing opinion in 
black educational circles, because of a Supreme Court 
decision earlier this year upholding of a series of stan- 
dardized tests.for-teacher promotion. 

The tests are prepared by the Education Testing Ser- 
vice and are known as a National Teacher Examination. 
Within the staff of the Educational Testing Service there 
has been a long-standing - and sometimes bitter - debate 
about the philosophy of ‘cultural deficiency” which the 
white leadership has adamantly held as being valid. The 
culture of reference is, of course, white. 

Washington, D.C. - When veteran police officer Burtell 
M. Jefferson, 52, was named the chief of police in 
Washington, he became the first black to hold this key 
post 

Dr. Calvin Rolark, a former chairman of the District's 
Police Chief's Advisory Council, had long pressed for 
such an appointment.

Traded For Reforms 


BERKELEY, Calif. -- (NBNS) — School 
desegregation has proved a successful 
bargaining tool in the case of one city 
that essentially ‘‘traded'’ it for 
educational reform, according to a public 
Coney study at the University of Califor- 
nia, 

By turning questions. of racial justice 
into subjects for bargaining, the Black 
leadership of Oakland gained a school 
system more responsive to its needs. 

This is the conclusion of David Kirp, 
associate professor of public policy at 
U.C. in Berkeley, in his study on why 

ation didn't happen in Oakland. 

The question assumes increasing im- 
portance as other cities begin to follow 
Oakland's example, according to Kirp. 

Kirp traces a gradual shift in Oakland 
from pressure for desegregation to 
pressure for more money in the Black 
schools and more power. in decision. 
making. = 

Beginning in the mid-1960s, the Black 
leadership backed off from demands for 
desegregation and chose instead to 
press for a more equal share of what the 
system had to offer, Kirp said. 

“Resources shifted away from “the 
white and wealthy schools to the poor 
and Black schools," he said. 

Oakland's civil rights leaders took a 
remarkably pragmatic view of litigation, 
Kirp said. They deployed the prospect of 
a lawsuit strategically to win concessions 
from the school board. 

Kirp has done a similar study of 
cesegregation in San Francisco schools 
and is currently working on studies of 
Berkeley, Richmond, and Sausalito.

Circumstantial 


Some weeks ago a mem- 
ber of the county 
Prosecutor's staff was 
blazing hot because a 
judge had seemingly 


retrieved a convicted man — 


from his prison term and 
had given him a parole in- 
stead. 

The defendant, Eimer 
Tanner, has been charged ° 
and found guilty (by an all 
white jury) for the fires that 
suddenly started at Mt. 
Carmel! Hospital about a 
year ago. 

Mr. Tanner had become 
one of those convictions 
that the county prosecutor 
bragged about in defense 
of. the. office -- let down 
when it lost the famous 
Carmen murder case. The 
prosecutor had declared 
that the office won at least 
96 percent of its cases. 

Although the _ pro- 
secution was able to 
suggest that the convicted 
man ‘was near the scene of 
the fires started in the 
hospital, so very little was 
made of the fact that he 
had been assigned to do 
some cleaning work at the 
scenes, thus entering cir- 
cumstantial evidence as a 
convincing factor towards 
his having been the ar- 
sonist. 

One black lady 
Prosecution witness saw 
him washing down walis 
near the scene. 

A member of the Fire 
Dept._noted in—a—con 
sation with this writer after 


the trial that there was not 


enough evidence to con- 
vict Mr. Tanner as the ar- 
sonist. He was at the 
scene on a work assign- 
ment. 

But the prosecutor's of- 
fice had to have its pound 
of flesh to maintain its 
standards of 96 percent 
conviction. An all white 
jury decided that Mr. Tan- 
ner had set the fires. 

The city was angry over 
the fires. at the hospital, 
but it apparently did not 
know who was guilty. 
Although there have been 
no such fires since then, 
there have been quéstions 
about the guilt placed on 
Mr. Tanner. The guilt was 
always questionable, but 
the jury and prosecution 
did not believe so. 

The trial prosecu.or even 
castigated Mr. Tanner with 
a@ psychological_condition - 
-_ inferiority complex 
which complex was 
thought to have been the 
prime mover in the alleged 
acts of arson, If Mr. Tanner 
really did set the firest. 

Another important factor 
in the case had to do with 
the all white jury, a subject 
treated by your columnist 
following the trial. It noted 
that there were no black 
jurists and questioned the 
fairness of the 
proceedings. It also noted 
that there had been hung 
juries when blacks were on 
them, although there was 
no suggestion as to who 
had been_responsible for 
the outcome of the trial. 

What is said in jury 
deliberation is not know by 
the public, but a black man 
could guess wisely that 
race had a part in the mind 
of the jurors and one could 
guess that any white juror, 
doubting the guilt of a 
black defendant, might be

Of Black Students | 


Is there a black college 
in your future? Think about 
it. For generations, these 
institutions have played an 
important role in the 
development of leadership 
and higher education for 
the black community. 
Today they are growing 
and expanding their 
curricula to meet the 
demands for specialized 
training that students need 
to qualify for new job op- 
portunities. 

Today, there are some 
400,000 full time black 
college students in the 
United States. Ap- 
proximately 40% of these 
students are enrolled in 
black colleges and univer- 
sities, and about 46,000 
black students attend 
member colleges of the 
United Negro- Cottege 
Fund. 


The 41 predominantly 
black schools in the United 
Negro College Fund offer 
specialized programs in 
communications, computer 
Programming, and Afro- 
American Studies. They 
also offer traditional 
degree programs _ in 
education, history, 
biological and physical 
sciences, mathematics, 
languages, economics ad 
business administration. 
Fhe success of these 
programs can be measured 
by the fact. that despite a 
general job recession and 
a drop in college recruit- 
ment activities at most 
schools, recruitment at 
UNCF schools increased 
by 187% for the past three 
years. 

These —institutions are 
pioneers in early~-ad- 
missions and open ad- 


missions programs. Many 
of the students who are ac- 
cepted on this basis 
receive bachelors degrees 
with honors and entered 
prestigious graduate in- 
Stitutions. 

The low tuition cost at 
UNCF colleges are an ad- 
ded advantage for students 
who might not otherwise 
be able to afford a college 
education.
